CLEVELAND SPEAKS. 



Mr. Brown was sworn in as a Repre- 
sentative in Congress some time du- 
ring the spring ot 18(30, hut only a 
few weeks elapsed before he' return 
ed to Kentucky to particignte in the 
tremendous political canvass of that 
year. He was an ardent Douglass 
1 Democrat and soon became known as 
the “Little Giant” of Kentucky. 
His joint canvass with W. C. P. 
Breckinridge, one ol the electors on 
the John C. Breckinridge ticket, hes 
rarely been equaled in the annals of 
Kentucky slump oratory. Except 
Thomus F. Marshall and Richard 
Menilce, it is doubtful if Kentucky 
lias ever produced two popular spea- 
kers equal to young Brown and 
young Breckinridge. They had been 
graduated from the same class; at 
college there had been n generous 
rivalry between them. Brown wss 
an exponent of the natural orator — 
of the Patric Henry school. Brtck- 
inridge was of the academic order — 
of the Richard Henry Lee school. 
It was a battle of the gisnts and the 
friends of each claimed the victory 
for their favorite. That year Mr. 
Brown was invited to stump Ohio 
for Stephen A. Douglas, and his 
speeches in that State greatly added 
to his reputation as one of the pop- 
ular orators of his time. 

In 18(33 Mr. Brown became* citi- 
zen of Henderson, where he has re- 
sided continuously ever since. In 
18(37 he wss again chosen a represen 
tative in Congress by a majority of 
(3,000; but Stephens and Butler were 
supreme in that body and Mr Brown 
was denied his seaton the ground of 
disloyalty. Gov. Stevenson refused 
to order another election and the 
district was unrepresented during 
the term. 

In 18(3(3 Mr Brown and J udge Hise 
stumped Kentucky for the reorgani- 
zed Democracy. It is difficult to 
determine whether the sledge ham- 
mer logic of Hise or the burning elo- 
quence of Brown contributed most 
to the splendid victory of that year, 
In 1872 Mr- Brown was again 
elected to Congress and was reelec- 
ted in 1874 and in 187(3 
It was during the closing hours of 
the 43d Congress, when Ben Butler 
was forging chains for the South, that 
Mr Brown delivered the famous Phi 
lippic against Butler The following 
extract will give some idea of its 
tenor: 

“Mr. Speaker — The South is bro- i 
ken. It lies in helplessness and die- 
pair, with homes dilapidated, villa- 
ges wasted, its people bankrupt. Is 
there nothing iu that situation to 
to touch you with pity? If your 
magnanimity can not bo touched, ( 
will you not be moved by some sense 
of justice? By a conspiiacy between 1 



of the popular will fur the benefit ot 
the country at large is replocod by 
sordid and selfish motives directed to 
personal advantage, while the en- 
couragement of such motives in pub- 
lic place mr party ends deadens the 
official conscience. 

Public Extravagance directly dis- 
tributes gifts and gratuities among 
the people, whose toleration ot waste 
ia thus securod or whose past party 
services are thus compensated, or 
who arc thus bribed to future party 
support. This makes the continu 
ance of partisan power a stronger 
motive among public servants than 
the faithful discharge of the people’* 
trust, and sows the seeds of contagi- 
ous corruption in the body politic.

Evidence is thus furnished that our 
countrymen are in danger of losing

honest and well regulated Govern- 
ment, all of which lie at the founda- 
tion of our free institutions.

May 9.— TheTreas- 
t recently rcoeived a 
James Marr, an in- 
spector of Chinese in the El Paso, 
Texas, customs district, in which ho 
says that in October last he employ- 
ed a Chinese laundryman of Paso 
del Norte; Mexico, as a detective. It 
was his business t> report to the in- 
spector the arrivals at Paso del Nor- 
te of Chinamen whose intention it 
ww«o croes to the United Slates, 
when and where and how the inten- 
ded to cross, etc. He seemed to do 
this faithfully, the agent says, and 
was of no little service to him. The 
impector took a vacation, and on his 
return the last week in February he 
says he missed his Chinaman Jaml 
thereupon began a search for him 
which resulted in his finding that he 
had been murdered in his rooms at 
Paso del Norte. 

All the circumstances and such 
evidence as the agent says he could 
find, showed conclusively that the 
assassination was caused by the Chi- 
nese society or order of murderers 
known as Bighbinders, and thecaus 
of tho murder was undoubtedly be- 
cause the Chinaman actod (or the 
inspector in the capacity above no 
ted. The Mexican authorities made 
no inquiry or investigation whatever 
of the case. 



never met a rival, 

successfully rivaled all the orators of 
ancient story or modern annals 
Great as was Brown when a boy, 
he has been growing ever since 
Fortunately for him, for his party 
ond for Kentucky, he was defeated 
in his maiden aspiration. Had lie 
been chosen circuit clerk of Hardin 
county in 185(3, when he made a 
canvass that was the wonder of that 
day, reducing as he did the Whig 
majority item 800 to hss than 100, 
he might have exhausted all his en- 
ergies and dissipated all his splendid 
abilities as a mere recorder of the 
decrees of a subordinate judicial tri- 
bunal. That fate was averted and 
three years later he was the pride 
and the hope ot a great parly, and 
his lame extended from ocean to 
ocean. 

When in June, 1859, then less 
than 25 years ot age, Brown was a 
delegate to the congressional conven- 
tion of the Democratic party of the 
Filth district, he had no more idea 
of being the choice of th&t conven- 
tion as its nominee than he had of 
being chosen Czar of all Muscovy. 

Several names wero suggested by 
the assembled delegates, anda 11 ab 
dicated, thinking it a forlorn hope. 

Finally Cripps Wickliffe, then a 
young and ardent Democrat, heir to 
ujgreat name, nominated Brown. It 
was an inspiration. In a modest 
speech the young man declined the 
honor, alleging his nonage, but the 
convention would take in denial, 
and the nomination was loiced on 
him. Never in the h : st<ry of Ken- 
tucky was such a canvass made 
Joah Jewett was the opposing can- 
didate and the sitting member, lie 
had back of ‘him 3,000 majority and 
a prestige that was apparently im- 
pregnable, but tho young Ajax pre- 
cipitated himself into the canvass, 
and at the first joint discussion evis- 
cerated his opponent and settled tbe 
race there and then. Jewett fied 
and declined joint debs' es, but that 
constituency forced him to face the 
music, and Brown met and conquer- 
ed him every four and twenty hours. 

When the vote was tabulated it was 
found that Brown’s majority was lit- 
tle less than 2,000 N ot Marshall or 
Menifee, nor Prentiss or Corwin, t ot 
Douglas or Wise ever achieved such 
a splendid triumph.

Extravagance decrees that three 
times that sum shall be drawn (rum 
the people, upon the pretext that its 
expenditure represents the popular 
lova of the soldier. Not m*ny years 
apo a river and hai bar bill appropri- 
ating eleven million dollars gave rise 
to a loud and popular protest. Now 
Public Extravagance commands an 
appropriation of twenty two millions 
for the same purposes, a r.d the peo- 
ple are silent.

But tho growth of Public Extrav- 
agance in theso latter days, and its 
unconcealed and dicadful manifesta- 
tions, forro us to the contemplation 
if other crimes, of which it is un 
doubtedly guilty, besides unjust ex- 
actions from the people. 

Our Government is so ordained 
that i's life (blood flows from the 
virtue and patriotism ol our people, 
and its health and strength depend 
upon the integrity and faithfulness 
of their public servants. If these 
be destroyed our Government, if it 
endures, will endure only in name, 
tailing to bless those for whom it 
was created and failing in its mission 
as an example to mankind.

The stay rod should be detacha- 
ble at ono eud, and there may be otlipi 
holes so os to set the points at six or 
seven feet for laying ont raspberry rows, 
etc. When not iu use it may he folded 
up and set in the corner of the barn or 
fruit house.

Uncle Wesley Minner is no more. 
A feeling of sadness pervades us as 
we realize that we shall see his face 
no more. He has been a conspicu- 
ous character on the Marion circuit 
for many years. Rev J. W. Minner 
was born in Livingston county, Ky, 
February 15, 1812, and died April 
24, 1891. lie has been a member of 
the church for 133 years, a living 
member. Powerful in prayer, strong 
in exhortation, clear in his owu ex- 
perience, active in the discharge of' 
Christian duty, always in sympathy 
wiili tho sick and helpless, bold and 
fearless in his rebuking sin — few 
such men have lived among us. He 
has finished his work and fallen on 
sleep. At the age of 70 he was li- 
censed to preach. The impression 
had become a burden to him, and 
his brethren granted him license. 
While he nev£r preached a great 
leal, he never reproached the cause 
he loved. All agree in sayirg that

On his 79th birthday he went to 
church at Si loam through the rain; 
there being no congregation he with 
his pastor an^ some friends turned 
aside to the house of a ne'ghborand 
spent the day together. The hours 
were spent in cheerful religious con- 
versation, closing tho delightful oc- 
casion with reading and prayer. This 
was tho last time tho wr.ter met 
him. Wo sh ill see each other’s fa- 
ces again, so sure is the promise ol 
tho resurrection. He died in tri- 
umph. After taking his bed he liv- 
ed but a few days, suffering much, 
but when able to testi'y. his words 
were full of joyful hape. Peace to 
his ashes.

Mix well, tip the joints of the 
wings, the breast bone and a very little 
under tho feathers, in one or two places 
on tho vertebrae, or backbone, with very 
little round the head and nock. This 
will completely banish them.

A bulletin on corn smut from tlie 
Nebraska agricultural experiment sta- 
tion say*: “In a general way use as many 
pounds of blue vitriol ns gallons of 
water. Tho immersion should not last 
longer than fifteen or twenty minutes. ’’ 
Many consider a much shorter period in 
n strong solution sufficient. It should 
be remembered, however, that clean 
■ceil does not insure the crop against iu- 
faction from other sources. Uluestoning 
the seed will not prevent injury from the 
germs left over in the field from smutty 
fodder or in the manure of animals fed 
with it It simply kills tho germs that 
may be on tho seed that would other- 
wise develop along with it in tho ground 
and thus enter the growing plant. The 
black powder consists of s]>ores which 
reproduce smut, much os seeds reproduce 
ordinary plants. Ilenco the necessity of 
destroying *9 smutted stalks and enrs 
and keeping the ground from becoming 
filled with spores.
